WORLD RADIO TEAM CHAMPIONSHIPS (WRTC20000) 
DURING THE IARU CONTEST. 


The WRTC2000 will be run (8am 7/8 to 8am 7/9 ET) within 
IARU HF CHAMPIONSHIP, with 53 stations competing during 
the July 8/9 weekend. Each team will use special call 
with unique prefix from S500A-S599Z block, thus making 
them rather interesting for prefix hunters. PVRC'er 
K3NA will be on one team. 


Each valid contact (duplicate contacts do not count) 
with WRTC stations (S500A-S599Z) brings one (1) point, 
regardless of mode and band. Multi and single operator 
stations compete in the same ranking. IARU HQ stations 
will be ranked separately. 


Special WRTC T-shirts will be awarded to all stations 
achieving more than: 80 points (DX) and 160 points 
(EU). Plus there are various plaques and certificates 
to be awarded. 


Excerpts from logs must be submitted (only e-mail or 
floppy disc) to WRTC2000 Organizing Committee, no later 
than 15th August 2000. Their e-mail address is:
